MODEL FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Manchester, H. H, Is regarded u tUe 


pattern city in tte efficiency »nd economy 
of its flre department. 
A. recent committee 


of a New England city desiring to make 
home improvement, visited Manchester and 
from a yery iaterestiug report we glean the 
following parts which will be of very gen- 
eral Interest in Newport: 


The entire apparatus of the Manchester 


department now consists of four steam flre 
engines, a Iiose carriage drawn by hand, 
carrying 1000 lo 1200 feet ot hose, a large 
ladder truck from which two ladders flfed 
for splicing may be drawn at a time, with a 
goodly number of extra unpainted ladders 
arranged on the sides of the room. 
No 


hand ensir.es are used, and they are thought 
so little of, that it would be impossible In 
the whole city to oblniu a cumpany to man 
ono. They are thought to be not more effl - 


capable of carry Ing, while the work done 
upon her boiler and machinery, with the 
tanki that haro tetn placed U her, tuffi- 
cleot for a constant supply of fre«b. water 
for iteao, • giro reaion to hope, that no 
further large expenditure will be required 
upon this boat for eereral yeare. 


The co»t of these permanent rnpain

good as the best. 


Three of the engines (iucluding the first 


class machine,} and also the hook and lad- 
der and hose carriages are placed in one 
building in the center of the city, but in 
separate rooms. Tho building in which 
this apparatus is arranged is ninety feet 
long by about tevenly-Uve feet iu depth, a 
plain but substantial structure, without any 
ornament, two siories high, built of com- 
mon hard burned brick and of rather rough 
masonry. In the rear part of the building 
is the stable in which are kept four pairs of 
horses, one pair always ia during the day, 
and all of course being in durine the night. 
These are good horses, so well understand- 
ing their duty that the moment the alarm 
Is given and the door opened they rush to 
their places by the engine quicker than a 
man can get there, and are in such eager 
haste to rench the flre that the drivers are 
nervously anxious less some persons may 
get in tbe way and be run over, while tney 
are utterly unable to check tho onward ca- 
reer ot the animals. 
Contiguous to the 


stable is a shed iu which two supply watr- 
oos are kepi, oue of which is filled with 
coal. In the renr of tho Hook and Ladder 
rooms, which are on tbe sides-of the build- 
ing, uro tho bo?e towers. There is a hall 
in the second slory, over the hose room, for 
the firemen, and thn remainder of the sec 
ond story is fitted into tenements for the 
families of Ihe drivers. 


T1!!! estimated value of this building and 


the land is SID,000. The cily authorities 
rogrot that they did not buy a larger lot 
and place the head quarters of their police 
under the same roof. 


Tho 
populous part of Manchester IB 


about three miles iu length by ono and a 
half in breadth and the apparatus was never 
before brought EO quickly to the spot where 
it ia needed. 
The advantage of having 


drivers and horses always on tho spot, and 
the facility and economy of taking cure of 
the whole property iu one building is highly 
prized. The drivers aud 
their families 


residiag ia the building, take all the care 
of warming ine rooms aud keeping them 
in order. 
The engine men take care of and 


clean Ihe hnse oa Ihe small carriages 
attached to the engine, and the men attach- 
ed to the hoso carriages of that which lliey 
run. 


The number of men attached lo each 


engine is fourteen, ond in Ibis number Ibe 
driver, engineer and fireman, as well as 
foreman and assistant foreman, are includ- 
ed. There arc eight hosemeu lo the hose 
carriage and thirty men to the Hook and 
and Ladder truck. 
The cost of running 


the Fire Department was reduced on Ihe 
first year of its consolidation from $11,000 
to $4,600, and in two yean, $12,0b0j about 
the cost of the building, was saved. 


On the whole, the organization of the 


Manchester Fire Department, appears to be 
nearly perfect.
